| FEAR MANY ARE DROWNED 


Property Loss May Reach Millions— 


Families Float on Farm Buildings 
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Down Stream—tLa Crosse in Danger.

LA CROSSE, Wis., Oct. 6.—Damage ag- 
®regating many millions of dollars, some 
loss of life, as yet unascertained, the 
wiping out of the business district of 
Black River Falls, a city of 2,000, and 
great damage to the $2,000,000 plant of 
the La Crosse Water Power Company, 
Was caused to-day by the flooding of the 
Black River through the collapse of the 
wings of dams at the Dells and at Hat- 
field, due to heavy rains. 

At 4 o'clock this morning the Dells dam 
Was withstanding such an enormous pres- 
sure that, while the concrete work itself 
stood, the lake above the dam washed out 
the side of the valley in which the dam is 
built, and the water rushed down stream 
for five miles, to be checked again at the 
Hatfield dam, until 10:45 o'clock this 
morning, when this dam burst and the 
water rushed out the side of the valley 
again. An hour later the City of Black 
River Falls was isolated from the sur- 
rounding country. 

It is feared that the flood will reach 
here early in the morning. At least 
thirty of the best business buildings in 
Black River Falls and many farmhouses 
have been washed away. 

One story is that ten families on farm 
buildings were seen at various points 
floating downstream .on the crest of the 
flood, and that probably all these per- 
sons, estimated at forty, have been lost. 
‘With a head of water 30 feet high sweep- 
ing down the valley no boat can attempt 
@ rescue. 

Definite reports from Black River 
Falls show only two persons missing 
there. More than 300 men worked all 
day and night on Thursday in a vain ef- 
fort to save the Dells levee.

The buildings have not been merely 
flooded, but destroyed. The water, flow- 
fing in tremendous volume, undermined 
One big structure after another, and as 
each collapsed the débris, for the most 
part, was carried away. The Tremont 
Hotel, a three-stery brick building, the 
leading hostelry in Black River Falls, 
and a half dozen other big buildings 
which the principal businesses of the city 
were housed, were washed out this after- 
moon.

Black River Falls to-night is in dark- 
mess, the electric light piant being one 
of the first agencies to be put out of 
service. Besides the damage at Black 
River Falis, a great tract of surrounding 
country was overrun, Below that city 
are a number of villages, including Roar- 
ing Creek, Irving, North Bend, Melrose, 
Holmen, Lyttles, Midway, and Onalaska, 
and the high waters are due to strike 
them during the night and to-morrow. 
Forces of men have been sent out to 
etrengthen the bridges in the three coun- 
ties along the river. 

“Black River Falls is doomed; the 
town will be wiped off the map,” was 
the comment of W. W. Holcomb, man-

COOK LEFT NO RECORDS 


And Only One Sextant, Eskimo Tells 
Danish Explorers. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK T1IMBS. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct, 6.—The Danish 
explorers, Knud Rasmussen and Peter 
Freuchen, send this message by a spe- 
cial boat named The Motor: “ Have in-~- 
terviewed Cook’s Eskimo, Itukusuk, at 
Etah in August. Itukusuk gays Capk 
never reached the pole and left no ob- 
servations in a box, and only one sex- 
tant, which the Eskimo sold to, Ras- 
mussen.” 

The instrument was received to-day 
by the Politiken and is now exhibited 
publicly. Dr. Cook deceived the Eski- 
mos, not paying the sum stipulated. 


Dr. Cook, who sails for Europe this 
morning on the Lapland, said at the Ho- 
tel Prince,George last night that the 
burden of the message from Knud Ras- 
mussen was unimportant. Inasmuch, he 
said, as he and Mr. Whitney had left 
within two big cases at Etah many small- 
er boxes, and since one of those boxes 
contained only his sextant, it was not 
inconceivable that that particular box 
should have been brought out of the arctic 
containing nothing but the one instru- 
ment. 

As for the story of the Eskimo who, was 
a companion on his journey, he suggested 
that it was neither new nor surprising 
and explained that the Eskimos had been 
cross-questioned into saying that neither 
he nor Peary reached the Pole. 

“They would not know when they were 
at the Pole,’ he said, ‘“‘ but I do not know 
that good results could not be obtained 
by a line of cross-questioning based on & 
knowledge of Eskimos. To ask Ituku- 
suk whether or not he had traveled 
seven moons, to ask him if he had been 
where the sun did not dip at night, to 
put such questions in such language 
would probably bring out more intelligent 
answers, for I have heard my own Eski- 
mos make just such a report, innocently 
and informally, to their own people.” 

As for the report that the Eskimos wére 
claiming that they had been deceived by 
him on the matter of reward, Dr. Cook 
called it a ‘‘ downright le,”’ and declared 
that it discolored all the rest of the dis- 
patch with malice. Itukusuk was prom- 
ised a gun and a hatchet, and got far 
more than that. Mr. Whitney, he said, 
and Franke could establish that. He 
scouted the suggestion that the Eskimo 
was lying on that particular point. 

**I wouldn’t believe it of him,’ said Dr. 
Cook.

CURTIS FOUND JESSE JAMES. 


When Chicago Reporter He Scored a 
“Beat” and Kept His Word. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 6—One of the earliest 
“scoops” of William E. Curtis, who 
died last night in Philadelphia, was 
that of getting an interview with the 
James boys while they were in the midst 
of their war with the authorities. 

While detectives were éndeavoring to 
locate the desperadoes Curtis, then a 
reporter for a Chicago paper, went out to 
Missouri, found their hiding place and 
calmly announced he had come for an 
interview with the bandits. 

“We know what you're here for; you're 
a spy,” was the reply of Jesse James. 
‘What's more, you won't get away from 
here.”’ 

But the aggressive reporter was not to 
have his cherished scoop thus spoiled 
until too old to be of use to his paper. 
He refused to be a prisoner. He talked 
to the James boys about his trip out there 
to see them so that he might put the 
truth about them before the public, and 
finally convinced them he was there for 
the purpose he stated. 

“Well, I'm going to give you any- 
thing you want, just to satisfy you,”’ 
Jesse James finally agreed. 

And he did. He gave Curtis the most 
vivid interview anybody ever had had 
with him. Having accomplished his pur- 
pose the reporter returned to the nearest 
telegraph station and wired his “‘ scoop ”’ 
to his paper. But he kept faith with the 
men who had taken him at his word. He 


did not reveal any of the secrets of the

BOND ISSUE SCANDAL 
AT ALBANY INQUIRY 


City Paid for Boulevard to Chair- 
man Barnes's Bungalow 
Beyond City Limits. 


BONDS REJECTED BY BANK 


Some of These Finally Found Their 
Way Into Police Pension Fund— 
Capt. Sheridan’s Removal.

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 6—The special 
committee of the Senate appointed to in- 
vestigate the administration of Albany 
County and city affairs held its first 
hearing in the Senate Chamber to-day. 
There was a large attendance of poli- 
ticlans and officials at both sessions of 
the committee. 

James W. Osborne, the committee’s 
counsel, brought out the fact that a 
broad -boulevard had been paved at the 
expense of the city at large, the road ex- 
tending beyond the western boundary of 
the city to the country club, where Will- 
fam Barnes, Jr., Chairman of the Repub- 


lican State Committee,and the local Re- | 


publican leader, has a bungalow at which 
he spends much of his time while in 
Albany. 

Mr. Osborne submitted evidence to show 
that the bonds issued to pay for this and 
other street improvements were invalid 
because the statutes had not been com- 
plied with, and that the bonds had been 


rejected by the National Copper Bank of | 


New York on the report of their attor- 
neys, who disapproved the bond 
The amount of bonds was $160,000. Of 
this amount the city sold the greater part 
to the late State Controller Gaus for the 
canal sinking fund, and twenty 
valued at $8,500 were sold by City Con- 
troller Howard N. Fuller to himself as 
trustee of the police pension fund. 

In answer to questions by Senator 
Howard R. Bayne, Chairman of the com- 
mittee, Mr. Osborne expressed the opinion 
that a taxpayer’s action to restrain the 
city from paying the interest or principal 
of the bonds would be sustained by courts, 
and that the State and the city would 
lose on the investment. 

One of the witnesses was ex-Capt. John 
H. Sheridan, who had been a member of 
the police force more than thirty years. 
He said he was retired on a pension last 
June, after his resignation had been re- 
quested by Edward B. Cantine, Commis- 
sioner of Public Safety. 

“Mr. Cantine told me,” Capt. Sheridan 
said, ‘that he asked for the resignation 
because Mayor McEwan, Mr. Barnes, and 
the organization had demanded it. I con- 
sidered the matter for three.days, and 
decided to retire, No charge was. made 
against me. I am a Democrat, and I was 
succeeded by a Republican.” 

In opening nis case Mr. Osborne said he 
expected to show that the city debt had 
been doubled in the last seven years, and 
that he could find no valid reason for the 
increase. 

Chairman Bayne said the committee in- 
tended to ascertain the facts concerning 
the charge that there is corruption and 
mismanagement in the city and county 
departments, that the laws and ordinances 
to promote order and morality had not 


been enforced, or that they had been en- 
forced with partiality in return for money 
and favor, and that public office had 
been’ conducted for personal gain. The 
Chairman asked the co-operation of all 
citizens so that the inquiry might be 


orough. 

Otto Kelsey, former State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance and Deputy Con- 
trolier under Controller Gaus, who ap- 
roved the city bonds bought by the 
Btate for the cana] sinking fund, was 
summoned to appear before the committee 
this afternoon, but he was not present. 
Mr. Osborne will question him concerning 
the acceptance of bonds which had been 
rejected a bidder on the recoOmmenda- 
tion of a firm of lawyers. 

Only one side of the bond and street 
aving transaction has been heard, and 
fhe defense will probably not be beard by 
the committee, which has fefused to 
permit witnesses to be represented by 
counsel. The hearing was adjourned until 
next Tuesday.

General Hitchcock has furnished Mr.

In this respect the city 
is decidedly overbuilt, and it is time.to 
call a halt on future operations of that 
character,” declared Walter Stabler, Con- 
troller of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company yesterday, in answer to a 
question why his company had stopped 
making building loans. 

‘We have shut down tight in giving 
loans for new apartments,” he said. ‘‘ We 
have a few loans still pending for which 
arrangements were made some time ago, 
but we are taking up absolutely nothing 
new in that line. How long this will 
continue I cannot tell. Should there be a 
partial, or, better yet, a total cessation 
of building operations of the apartment 
house type for at least one year, the sit- 
uation would be materially relieved, and 
the meney market would become much 
easier for obtaining mortgages and loans 
on projected operations. 

“With very little building within the 
next year the natural increase of popula- 
tion will practically fill up the existing 
vacancies. But should the erection of 
apartment houses continue as actively as 
in the last few years, building operators, 
and particularly the smaller ones, will 
find the situation much worse than It is 
to-day.”’ 


That New York is overbuilt, not only In 
apartment Houses, but in several other 
classes of buildings, wary admitted by the 
heads of several large financial institu- 
tions which loan money more or less 
freely for building operations. Not for 
many years has it been so difficult to 
obtain a building loan as is the case to- 
day, and it was generally admitted that 
|} the only new building which stands a 
| chance of obtaining a good loan is one in 
;@ peculiarly choice location, which can 
{show a more than reasonable possibility 
| of filling with paying tenants as soon as 
finished.

The 
officers of the title guarantee companies 
and nearly every large operator admit 
that office building, in the lower part of 
the city especially, has been overdone. 

. 8. Black, President of the United 
States Realty and Improvement Company, 
which owns the Whitehall, the Trinity, 
and other big structures, sounded this 
warning several weeks ago just before 
he sailed for Europe. George T. Mortimer,4 
a Vice President of the same company, 
speaking on this phase of building, said: 

“The erection of high office buildings 
In the lower part of the city has undoubt- 
edly been overdone. It is a fact, how- 
ever, that there are many buildings in 
the city, as well as elsewhere, which, 
owing to improper management, poor lay- 
out, undesirable location, and other 
causes, are not paying an adequate re- 
turn on the investment, but are actually 
being run at a loss.” 

Every new office building, like a fine 
high-class apartment, has a tendency just 
after its completion of unsettling the mar- 
ket conditions in its immediate vicinity 
for a time. One of the tallest of the new 
office structures downtown, opened bare- 
ly a year ago, was built to rent office 
space at about $3 a square foot. In the 
vicinity were many older, but substan- 
tial structures, which were getting but 
1.75 a square foot. Some of the tenants 
5 Pid the older buildings were willing to 
pay the higher price for the satisfaction 
of being in a fine modern structure with 
the latest improvements. This caused va- 
cancies, many of which still remain. The 
demand for the more costly spaee in the 
new buildings, however, was not equal to 
the supply. It was necessary to reduce 
the price, and there are tenants in the 
building paying but $2, or a trifle more, 
for space which it was figured must show 
a return of $3 a square foot in order to 
give a very small percentage of profit on 
the investment. This is no unusual.case. 

“What do we think of new hotels?” 
said the officer of one of the large title 
companies, “ Well, do not think of 
them at all. New York has enough 
hotels for some time to come, in my opin- 
jon, and I wouldn’t loan a dollar on the 
best hotel project brought into my of- 
fice.”

His Explanation of Remarks About 
Morsé Witnesses Satisfies Them. 


_ Downtown bankers, so stirred up on 
Thursday over United States District 
Attorney Wise’s address to the students 
ot the American Institute of Banking, 
were as. serene yesterday as the prover- 
bial May morning in view. of Mr. Wise's 
explanation of the “purpose” of his’ 
speech. 

.. ‘‘ The sole purpose of my remarks,” de- 
clared the District. Attornéy, ‘was to 
point out to mén employed in banks that, 
by .allowing themselves to be used by 
unscrupulous bankers, they were liable 
to deprive themselves of their own posi- 
tions. As a striking illustration of this 
I called attention to the fact that, 
in the case-of the witnesses in the Morse 
prosecution. this had been the result.” 

“The sting is all gone,’’ said James G. 
Cannon, President of the Fourth National 
Bank yesterday, after he had read that 
statement. ‘There is nothing’ more to 
be said or done, and the bankers are 
thoroughly satisfied.” .

JERSEY INDUSTRIES SHOWN. 


Mayor Wittpenn and 100,000 Citizens 
See a Great Parade. 


Under the auspices of the Jersey City 
Board of Trade that city’s industries com- 
dined yesterday afternoon in a long pa- 
rade, for which the schools were closed 
and which brought out more than 100,000 
-spectators to line the. streets along the 
ten-mile course. . 

The ‘parade formed near.the entrance to 
the Hudson County’ Park on the boule- 
vard, where’ a temporary reviewing stand 
held "Mayor Wittpenn, several other city 
officials, and members of the Board: of 
Trade. The start was signaled by the 
projection of several bombs, which opened 
far over the heads of. the crowd to send 
down -flag-bedecked. parachutes. Gray 
'skies rather subdued the festivities,’ but 
the slight rainfall which began just: as 
the parade started lasted for only a few 
moments. . 

There were more than 800 entrants in 
the. industrial parade,. but,of these only a 
few -were aribitiously decorated floats, 
for, the greatér part was simply a pasSing 
exhibit of variqus businesses, represented 
by their ordinary trucks and wagons, 
decorated with bunting for the occasion. 
One of the most picturesque floats,;-bear- 
ing the title ‘*A Modern Columbus,” was 
entered by the Salvation Army. Behind 
a statue of the discoverer were ‘several 
volunteers pointing out the new land of 
hope to the rake and the convict. Another 
interesting float showed the “ oldest mo- 
tor power ”’ in the form of a windmill, ex- 
hibited by a house that has been manu- 
facturing them for sixty years. 

The windmill float won the silver cup 
given for the best entry.. A clothing firm 
won the cup for the most unique. entrant 
and:-W. A. Alexander, whose automobile 
‘Was decorated with: white paper and 
white flowers to look like a’ great swan, 
was awarded the cup fdr the most: at- 
tractive exhibit. The Salvation Army en- 
trant was a prize winner as the best- 
-decorated-float. ‘The cup offered by the 
Board of Trade itself for the best-deco- 
rated automobile was also won by Mr. 
Alexanderjs swan. . 

Board of Trade Day, as yesterday was 
called, was set aside for the industrial 
arade because of the success of a simi-

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Attacks Made for Political Effect, 
He Says, and He Justifies 
Big Trust Decisions. 


IN FAVOR OF COMPETITION 


Must Get Back to That’ or. Take So- 
clalism—No Control Over Prose- 
cutions, He Says. 


POCATELLO, Idaho, Oct. 6—In a 
speech before the Chamber of Commerce 


the critics of the United States Supreme 
Court, and asserted anew his views as 
to the relations of government ‘to busi- 
ness. 

“T love Judges and I love courts,” said 
the President. ‘They are my ideals on 
earth that typify what we. shall meet 
afterward in Heaven under a just God. 
And when -a court. is doing its duty, 
when it is‘trying to interpret the law as 
it ought to be, to have it condemned and 
attacked and its motive questioned for 
“mere political purposes, without any solid 
ground for attack, goes to my heart, and 
I resent it with deep indignation.” 

Mr. Taft spoke with far more feeling 
than he put into his Detroit and Water- 
loo speéches, but along the same lines. 
He said he had received many criticisms 
on the point, but ‘as yet he had failed 
to receive an answer to his challenge 
to W. J. Bryan and other publicists, to 
cite a single case of restraint of trade 
which ought to be condemned under the 
Supreme Court's interpretation of the 
anti-trust law in the Standard Oil and 
the Tobacco Trust cases. 

“What distinguishes this country from 
any other one,’’ said the President, ‘‘is 
the Supreme Court that we have in 
Washington, that oft has stood between 
us and errors that might have been com- 
mitted that would have been greatly in- 
jurious to this country; and to turn upon 
that court and to. question its .motives 
and to attack it seems to me_to lay the 
axe at the root of the tree of our civiliza- 


tion.”’ 

Mr. Taft referred to the Supreme 
Court’s disposal of the Standard Oil and 
the tobacco cases as “two great de- 


cisions.”’ 

“They were two of the greatest trusts 
that existed,” he said, ‘“‘and in the work- 
ing out of the decree the court had to 
make a remedy. The Standard Of! Com- 
pany presented , all the phases of 
illegality and criminality necessary to 
establish a monopoly at a time when 
they did not feel the necessity for con- 
cealing their methods or their motives. 
The ‘sobacco Trust represen an or- 
ganization made in anticipation of the 
operation of the law, helped out by the 
advice of cunning lawyers in order to 
avoid its operation. but against them 
both the decree eo Supreme Court 
has been pronounced.” 

Mr. Taft said it was unfortunate that 
the country ha@ got into a condition 
that required a remedy like this. A 
remedy of any evil, he added, was bound 
to produce for a time, not business dis- 
aster, but a difficult situation that might 
make business slow. But, after the solu- 
tion had been worked out, he saw no 
reason why the country should not go on 
to greater and greater prosperity. 

*“'ro one in my place,’’ said the Presi- 
dent, “there is no discretion with refer- 
ence to the trial of cases brought to the 
attention of the Executive as violations 
of the law. The prosecutions must go 
on. It is not for the Executive to say 
he can *rwithhold criminal prosecutions, 
or any kind of prosecutions, just to help 
business. Business must reform itself, 
and these executive duties must be per- 
formed under the oath of office that I 
took and under the oath that those under 
me took. . 

‘*But when that part of the business 
community that thought that the anti- 
trust statute did not mean anything, 
understands that it is to be enforce 
then we may reach a solution that will 
enable the business community to settle 
, down On a proper and legitimate basis. 
I hope the time is near at nand when we 
| must get together for prosperity, We 
| must eliminate, so far as we can, this 
| desire to attack wealth earned by thrif 
‘and gathered by forésight, attention, an 
| industry, because that is to set up a feel- 
ing that bodes no good for the result. 

“I believe we are going on to a greater 
\future. If we had allowed these com- 
| binations to go on and develop the only 
'remedy would have been to change by 
|force the power thus concentrated in 
; the hands of a few individuals to the 
State, and then we should have had a 
State socialism, It was the inevitable 
jresult of the movement toward trusts 
; unless broken up. 
| “ Now we can get back to competition. 
' We must get back to competition as an 
element in this coyntry. If¢.it ils im- 
possible, then let us go to socialism, for 
there is no way between. I for one, am 
, not discouraged as yet in the hope that 
we may return to a legitimate and in- 
|; dependent competition. I[ am an indivi- 
| dualist and not a Socialist.” . 
- Mr. Taft then pleaded for kindlier feel- 
' ing between various elements of the cam- 
munity. He declared the business of 
| * muck- ” would cease if people 
would disregard the attacks upon the 
motives and character of those exercising 
authority and ascribe proper incentives 
until the motives are shown be im- 
proper. 

“It is good times, it is prosperity,’’ the 
President concluded, *‘ when people are 
happy, when wages are good, when prices 
are normal, when the family has shoes 
and something to eat, and the children 
go to school. Thoge are times when 
everybody is happy.” 

Mr, Taft said that the railroads were 
entitled to proper’ tréatment. and should 
be saved from the attacks of the 
demagogue or the man who would seek 
by the position of his victim to climb 
over his shoulders into popular esteem. 

The President’s engagement list for 
Pecatello included, besides his address, 
a breakfast with the Commercial Club, 
and an automobile trip to the Bannock 
County Fair. At Caldwell he also made 
a short speech, and at Boise he inspected 
the barracks.

CRITIGISE ALASKAN POLICY. 


Coal Claimants Say Congress Pledged 
National Honor to Prospectors. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—A scathing ar- 
raignment of the Government's Alaskan 
coal land policy was made to-day in 
briefs filed in tha Supreme Court of the 
United States in behalf of Charles F. 
Munday and Archie W, Shiels, charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment out of Alaskan coal lands, valued 
at about $10,000,000. The case involves 
the so-called ‘‘ Stracey claims.” 

The United States Circuit Court for 
Western Washington quashed the indict- 
ment on the technica! ground that the 
laws applicable to Alaska did not limit 
the quantity of land a person or asso- 
cfation might enter as set forth in the 
indictment, 

In the Shiels brief it is contended that 
Congress in 1004 enacted a law without 
limitations to the effect that locaters or 
their assigns should receive patents on 
land located ‘‘and thereby committed the 
National honor and integrity of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to make 


good its promise to aver to those, or 
to their assigns, whom it had Invited. to 
go out and explore, discover coal, 
open up mines in Alaska."’ 

It recites how the Acting Director of 
the Bureau of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey in 1 recommended that 
Alaskan coal lands be withdrawn from

one. 

“This court is now asked to decide,"’ 
the brief reads, ‘“‘whether the will of 
Congress shall prevail in the matter of 
the disposition of the public domain, or 
be stifled by the Geclogical Survey or any 
other power.”’ 


$129,000,000. FOR THE NAVY. 


No Increase Over Current. Year and 
$5,000,000 Less Than Last. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 6.—It will cost, in 
round numbers, $129,000,000 to maintain 
the United States Navy and provide for 
suitable increase during the next fiscal 
year, according to the estimates just com- 
pleted by Secretary Meyer. This includes 
a provision for two super-Dreadnoughts, 
probably of about the size of the project- 
ed Nevada and Oklahoma, which will dis- 
place about 28,000 tons, and a suitable 
number of auxiliaries. 

This figure marks lew water in the re- 
trenchment policy of the Administration 
so far as the navy is concerned. The es- 
timates are the same as the appropria- 
tions for the current fiscal year. ese 
appropriations were $5,000, less than 
the estimates for the poceding ear, and 
these, in turn, were $10,000, ess than 
the estimates for the fiscal year 1 : 
which was the last year of the Roose- 
velt Administretion. 

It is believed by Secretary Meyer that 
the present estimates, therefore, have 
brought the expenditures on account of 
the navy down to the lowest point con- 
sistent with its healthy development and 
maintenance. 


HALT HANGING LAKE CLAIM. 


Part of Grand River Canyon Included 
in Homestead Entry. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—“ The falls and 
hanging lake’’ in the Canyon of Grand 
River, Col., one of the most wonderful 
scenic attractions in America, is included 
in the homestead entry of Thomas L. 
Bailey, which was held for cancelation 
to-day by Commissioner Dennett of the 
General Land Office. 

Commissioner Dennett held that the 
scenic value of the site, its acessibility 
to tourists, its worthlessness. for agri- 
cultural purposes, and its unfitness as a 
permanent abode, together with. Bailey's 
meagre improvements, convinced him of 
the absolute lack of good faith. This 
land was granted by Congress last year 
to Glenwood Springs for a public park. 
If the Commissioner's decision. is not re- 
versed by the Secretary of the Interior 
the land will revert to Glenwood Springs.

WHITE PLAINS, “N.. -¥., Oct. 6—A 
party of motorists,..on their way this 
morning to the fair at Danbury, Conn., 
saw a girl lying unconscious at the. edge 
of the new State Road, just ‘outside of 
Golden's Bridge, a hamlet in the north- 
ern. end of Westchester County. The 
Sirl’s clothing was’ torn, her face was 
scratehed, and her hair im. disorder. 

The motorists lifted her -inte their car, 
and presently she regained consciousness. 
She wept hysterically as she told of hav- 
ing been dragged front her bicycle a few 
hours before by an Italian,’ who ‘sprang 
from the::concealmént ‘of some bushes. 
Despite ‘her struggles, the girl said, she 
was pulled into thé underbrush and final- 
ly beaten into unconsciosness. She did 
not know how long she had lain in the 
road before the motorists found her. 

The rescuers of the girl, who was sev- 
enteen-year-old Nora Goad, daughter of 
Joseph Goad, a farmer of the neighbor- 
hood, drove her to her ‘home, abandoning 
their trip for the day, and placing their 
machine at the disposal of the posse of 
farmers which was ‘formed as soon as 
news of the attack had been made. public. 

From miles around, so fast did the news 
travel, farmers soon began to drive into 
Golden's Bridge, all armed with weapons 
ranging from modern rifles and shotguns 
to rusty old relics of Revolutionary days, 
but each determined on killing the Italian 
at sight. The girl was put to bed, and 
then her father and Caleb Green, a neigh- 
bor, set out at the head of the Posse. 

Some one meantime sent word to the

confined to his bed as the result of a 
recent automohile accident, but Under 
Sheriff Doyle, with Deputies Nossiter and 
Donnelly, jumped into an automobile and 
made a record run to Golden's Bridge, 
intent on catching the Italian before the 
angry farmers should find him.

INDORSE THE STILWELL BILL. 


Civic Bodies Urge Mayor to Accept It 
and Settie Court House $ite. 


Civic associations united in a letter sent 
to Mayor Gaynor yesterday urging him 
to approve the Stilwell bill recently passed 
by the Legislature providing for the erec- 
tion of a County Curt House elsewhere 
than in City Hall Park. The letter reads: 


: New York, Oct. 6, 1911. 
To the Hon. William J, Gaynor 
Mayor of the City of New York. 
Sir! 

The undersigned societies and associations 
of this city respectfully urge your approval 
of the Stilwell act recently passed by both 

ouses of the Legislature, amending the 
Court House act, being Chapter 336 of the 
Laws of 1903. 

In this connection they call to your Hon- 
or’s attention that the provisions of the 
Stilwell act comply with those conditions 
which your Honor deemed essential to a 
prompt and orderly progress toward the 
erection of the new much-needed Court 
House in the County of New York. The 
act rémits the enttre and exclusive power 
to select a site to the Board of Estimate 
and apportionment for a period of six 
months, and then provides, in accordance 
with your Honor’s suggestion, that should 
the Board of Egtimate and Apportionment 
fail to exercise that power during that pe- 
riod the exclusive power so to do shall pass 
to the Court House Board for another 
period of six months, with the limitation 
that the Court House Board may not select 
a site in ahy public park, there being, how- 
ever, no such limitation upon the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. 

It is confidently believed by the signa- 
tories that the acceptance by the city and 
the approval by the Governor of -this_ 
amendment to the existi legisiation will 
result in the s y erection of this most 
needed public building, and bring about the 
termination of the intolerable delays now 
aggregating eight years which have re- 
sulted from the division and conflict of au- 
thirity on the subject of a site which exists 
under the present state of the law.

ward to live with hopeless idiots in Rar- 
dall’s Island, an officer of the society, 
said that an effort would be made to 
establish in this city a central sch6ol for 
defectives, Where all such children may 
receive proper education in a“proper en- 
vironment, that their minds may be de- 
veloped in the proper way. 
“Andrew: Bianco, who submitted to ‘the 
Binet test, proved to have the mind of a 
boy of nine years. He has caused his 
parents trouble for, a long time. The 
family lives at 280 Mulberry street. He 
“was arrested about a week ago. on com- 
plaint of his mother on.a charge of as- 
sociating with juvenile thieves. No ac- 
tual evidence of theft was found against 
the boy, but the Children’s Society, sus- 
petting the boy was more defective, than 
criminal, asked Dr. Schlapp to test the 
development of his mind. 

Seated in the society’s rooms, with An- 
drew in front of him, last Monday, Dr.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6—An _ astro- 
nomical trust*with a central body mak- 
ing observations for the world and spend- 
ing the money now spread in various ob- 
servatories is predicted by Prof. C. L.

CHICAGO, Ill., Oct. 6—There is no 
likelihood of ar vitration to settle the dif- 
ferences between the Illinois Central and 
the striking shopmen, according to re- 
ports which came from the offices of 
the road to-day. The telegram from Gov. 
EB. F. Noel of Mississippi, requesting that 
the Illinois Central meet the atrikers half 
‘Way, was discussed. No direct reply was 
made to the Executive, but the intima- 
tion was made that the request would not 
be considered further. 

The legal department of the Illinois Cen- 
tral: was busy to-day preparing applica- 
tions for injunctions to be asked of Fed- 
eral courts. at various points affected by 
the strike. It was announced. that 
wherever any attempt to interfere with 
the railroad's service or to damage its 
property. was made an injunction. would 
be asked. .General Counsel Bleuett of the 
Iilinvis Central has mapped out three 


courses cf action that might be taken’ 


against the leaders of the strikers. 

These courses are: 

1. Injunction against officiale of the 
unions preventing them from further pro- 
motion of the strike. 

2. Damage sufts egainst the union of- 
ficials under the Sherman anti-trust law. 

3. Criminal prosecutions under the Bher- 


man law. 

The leading men to be affected by these 
eourses of action are Samuel Gompers, 
President of the American Federation of 
Labor; John Fitzpatrick, President of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor; the Inter- 
national Presidents of the nine unions in- 
volved in the strike, and the heads of 
the System Federation. 

The steps toward ending the strike were 
taken after reports of the death of four 


more men and the fatal injury of several 
others were received. 

Friends of the four International Presi- 
Gents who brought on the strike fear they 
will be prosecuted under the Anti-Trust 
act. No move has been made, however, to 

cure indictments against the interna- 

onal officers.

FACTS ABOUT RABIES. 


Public Health Doctor Names Those 
That Should Always Be Borne in Mind. 


Dr. 'A. M. &Stimson, Passed Assistant 
Surgeon, United. State Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service, read » paper in 
the section on -preventivé medicine and 
public health .of ‘the American Medica) 
Association, at its recent session, on 
“Controlling Hydrophobia in the Hu- 
man Subject,"’ which is printed in the 
journal of the association, in which he 
saya*thar these factors concerning the 
disease must be ‘constantly borne in 
mind: 

“Although all mammals are susceptt- 
ble to rabies, it. is perpetuated in nature 
almost exclusively by the domestic dog, 
but also to a smal) extent and a few 
localities by wild animals of the dog fam- 
ly and by skunks. 

“Human infection occurs, in the vast 
preponderance of cases,.directly from thw 
rabid dog through bites, and in the re- 
mal gining minofity of cases'from animals 
which in turn have received their infec- 
tlon from dogs. 

‘Rables is an infectious disease, trans- 
missible by bites from infected to healthy 
animals, and by other methods of tnocu- 
lation with the specific virus, It never 
originates spontaneously or as a result 
of starvation, bad food or water, excite- 
ment, fear, or other like causes.

The proportionate allotment of school

Here a comparison of twelve of the larg- 
est cities shows the percentage of time 
devoted to the older subjects ra 
from 52 in Chicago and @ ln New 
to 81 in Pittsburgh and 83 in Detroit, with 
Baltimore in the middle ground ‘at 77 
per cent. A more detailed comparison re- 
garding arithmetic and geography shows 
Significant differences. The percentage 
of time devoted “o arithmetic (and alge- 
bra) ranges from 10 in Chicago and 13 in 
New York to 18 in Baltimore, Pittsburgh, 
and Cincinnati, with the average at I 8. 
Twenty yedrs earlier, in 1890, the range 
was from 9 in Chicago to 26 in New York, 
with the average at 16.5. As regards the 
proportionate amount of time devoted to 
geography, the range this year is from 
a little over 4 per cent. in Chicago, and 
a little over 6 per cent. in New York and 
three ‘other cities, to 9 per cent. in Pitts- 
burgh and a per cent. in Baltimore, with 
the averawesa little over 7 per cent.

ese few examples .are sufficient to 
atte some indication of the ways in which 
those making a special study of a public 
school system find it possible to-day to 
show where that system stands, in its 
formal organization and direction, as re- 
lated to the norms of current practice. 

This, to be sure, is only a starting 
point for an estimate of the real vitality 
and efficiency of such a system. The 

timore commission did not limit itself 
to statistical or other colorless state- 
ments of bare facts. It recognized, and 
all engaged in such undertakings must 
eventually recognize, the larger fact that 
the sentiments, the aspirations, the moral 
convictians of a people must be reckoned 
with in judging of their schools; and that 
the judgment, to be worth anything, must 
represents: not “ye! precise measurements 
but also a view of life, a view of human 
society, and an organized conception of 
training for life in society. The accom- 
plished consulting engineer in education 
when he shall appear, will be equipped

The present purpose, however, is to em- 
phasize the fact pee of his work. For he 
cannot be ane of.any sort without 
a mastery of this site. It is his facts that 
are to keep him from being simply a doc- 
trinaire and a disseminator of his pri- 
vate opinions, and it is because progress 
is making in the determination of such 
facts that the consulting educator can be- 
gin to speak with some little confidence 
of scientific standards in his domain. 

Before leaving this part:of the subject, 
which has to do particularly with the 
criticism of city school systems, reference 
should be made to the large undertaking 
upon which Prof. Hanus has entered in 
the City of New York. Here is by all odds 
the most extensive experiment which has 
yet been made in this country in the = 
pert investigation of the school or 
zation of a great city. New Yor ‘is 
nearly nine times as large as Baltimore. 
The fund available for t *Tvestigation 
is twenty-five times as great as that 
which the Baltimore commission had at 
its disposal. And while the Baltimore in- 
quiry, from the time it was ordered by 
the School Board to the day of the issu- 
ancé of the reports in its final form, oc- 
cupied almost exactly five months of the 
time of men constantly crowded with 
other duties, it will in all likelihood take 
two or three years of close application 
on the part of men making this their 
main occupation to complete the exam- 
ination of the New York system. 

Whatever its significance for the New 
York schools, this inquiry should result 
in giving definite form to the procedure 
of the consulting cator, in so far as 
that functionary shall have to-do ‘with 
the city. systems of schools. It should 
show with great concreteness what are 
to-day the most widely recognized forms 
of city school administration. There can 
be little doubt that under Prof. Hanus’s 
direction the undertaking will have this 
outcome. 

The fact-side of education in bulk, as 
that of a city school system, de nds at 
many points upon ascertained facts re- 
garding the education of individuals.-~ The 
past year has given us at least one work 
of importance Pegs | to the more pre- 
cise determination of facts concerning 
individual development, namely, Prof. G. 
M. Whipple’s ‘‘Manual of Mental and 
This book, in a way, 
marks an epoch in the progress of ob- 
jective methods in the formation of edu- 
cational judgments. It brings together 
the results already attained in this eld. 
It sets off the mental test for educational 
purposes from the experimentation of the 
psychological laboratory. It makes a 
serious attempt to standardize the rules 
and methods of such tests. The af ex- 
amples which occupy the body of the 
work apply these general principles to 
definite cases. 

The cases are representative of many 
fields with which education has to do. 
We find here, for instance, a treatment of 
such familiar topics as the height and 
weight of ildren, strength an endur- 
ance of grip, ‘vital capacity,” rate of 
movement, and steadiness of motor con- 
trol. There is a review of the common 
tests of sight and hearing, and the vari- 
‘ous forms of sensory discrimination which 
‘re chiefly of intérest. as connected with 
the use Of the hands. -Various tests of 
attention, association, imagination, and 
invention. are included, thé memory ex- 
periments which have. followed on the 
classic work of* Ebbinghaus, and the 
vocabulary studies to which Stanley Hall 
gave an early.impetus. Finally, there is 
an important chapter ‘on the standard 
tests for the diagnosis of mental back- 
wardness.

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PORTENTS OF THE BUDGET. 
According to Controller PRENDERGAST 
the estimates of the departments indi- 
‘wate an increase in the budget of 23 
per cent., to an unprecedented total of 4 
$215,000,000.. There will be no such 
calmness in the receipt of this intelli- 
gence as there was in the announce- 
ment of the tax valuations, and there 
Ought not to be. The valuations were 
increased in a workmanlike manner, in 
marked contrast to the similar opera- 
tion in Mayor Low's time. Then there 
Was merely a horizontal increase, fall- 
ing on overvaluations and undervalu- 
ations alike, the increase in Manhattan 
being fourfold the increase in some 
other boroughs. The crudity of this 
method of getting a credit to spend 
Was masked by the fact that the tax 
rate fell from 22.73 to 14.13.. There 
‘will be no such happy sequel to the re- 
eent increases. All that is left to break 
the blow this year is the fact that the 
imcreases of this year and last have 
, Been availed of to make the burden 
bear more evenly. There has been both 
_{mtelligence and equity in an equaliza- 
tion against which there has been a 
minimum of protest this year because 
of the appreciation that an effort was 
made for justice as well as for a mere 
Increase of debtmaking capacity. 
If the announcement of the budget is 
not to be followed by vain recrimina- 
tions it is necessary to study every 
step by which it is made up, to apply 
a check to all avoidable expenses, and 
to make a debit against all responsible 
for the inclusion of them. The item of 
four millions for the direct State tax 
payable by the city is a matter of State 
administration necessitated by Repub- 
Yican extravagance, the burdens of 
which are felt under a Democratic 
‘Government. There are certain man- 
G@atory salary increases for which the 
city administration is not responsible, 
_ although it must find the cash. There 
are eight millions of uncollected taxes 
which must now be funded, and there 
are certain current expenses which 
hereafter are to be included in main- 
tenance instead of being defrayed by 
bonds. Horse feed and band concerts 
and pavements are expensive when 
bought by bonds on which the interest 
charge is larger than the price paid., 
It is necessary to admit that it is ex- 
pensive to be straightforward in mat- 
‘ters of accounting. 
Those now in responsible positions 
- are to be praised rather than blamed 
for correcting the excesses and errors 
of their predecessors, but they should 
be held to strict responsibility for their 
own acts, and it is easy to indicate how 
they are making the ways of the tax- 
payer rougher than is necessary. An 
example is afforded by the proposal 
broached yesterday to condemn the 
Steinway Tunnel by proceedings to be 
begun in a week. If the tunnel shall 
be bought forcibly under the forms of 
law it will cost unnecessarily dear, and 
the city cannot put it to the best use. 
Proposals have heretofore been made 
by which this tunnel might be put to 
the best use it is capable of without 
cost to the city or to the taxpayers, 
and it is the rejection of these propos- 
als that now leads to a plan to swell 
the city’s financial burdens. 
‘In principle the same thing is true 
regarding the entire subway project 
which is now under way on a plan that 
commits the city to,an expenditure of 
@ quarter billion dollars on which it 
takes all the risk. It seems hardly 
credible that this plan shall be pro- 
ceeded with in the condition of the 
city’s finances when a better plan 
might be had without a cent’s cost to 
the city. The city is immeasurably the 
gainer by the present Subway contract. 
‘By the time that the road comes to the

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“DIRECT GOVERNMENT” DELUSION. 


There is probably no man in public 
life’ more thoroughly informed as to 
the practical working of our system of 
representative government than Mr. 
SAMUEL McCa.u of Massachusetts. He 
has been for some twenty years in 
Congress, where he has had an active 
part in some of the most important 
and most difficult legislation. Pre- 
viously he was a member for some 
years of the State Legislature of Mas- 
sachusetts. He is a lawyer by profes- 
sion, has had his experience in journal- 
ism, is a writer and student in political 
history, and is highly respected for the 
care and candor with which he forms 
his judgments and the independence 
with which he holds and discusses 
them. He contributes to the current 
number of The Atlantic Monthly an in- 
forming article on ‘“ Representative: as 
Against Direct Government,” in which 
he examines the essential features and 
the practical working of the “ initia- 
tive,” the “ referendum,” and the “ re- 
call.” 

We shall not undertake to summarize 
his article. It should be read carefully 
by all who wish to have a clear notion 
of the changes now so eagerly advocat- 
ed in various parts of the country. We 
content ourselves with noting one or 
two interesting points. Mr. McCa.Lu 
hits the nail on the head when he char- 
acterizes these measures as the re- 
verse of “ progressive,” and as, in fact, 
reactionary, in the sense that they are 
in essence old notions that have been 
tried and found wanting, and that be- 
long to the éarlier and simpler stages 
of democracy. In point of practical 
utility they compare with the truly 
representative system, very much as 
the oxcart compares with the railway 
train. They are clumsy; they are cost- 
ly; they are unequal to the task im- 
posed on them; and the larger the 
task, the more sure they are to do more 
harm than good. The instance cited by 
Mr. McCautu, in which the voters of 
Oregon approved at one election two 
inconsistent and mutually destructive 
modes of regulating the salmon fisher- 
iés, making illegal both modes of fish- 
ing previously used, is only an extreme 
one. The overloading of the attention 
and reflection of the voters with nu- 
merous propositions, to the utter dull- 
ing of all sense of responsibility, is the 
inevitable consequence of the extensive 
application of the idea of the initiative 
and the referendum. 

It is true that the present movement 
for “popular” government has Its ori- 
gin in the abuses that have grown up 
in“ connection with the representative 
system. These abuses, for the most 
part, are due to the greed of some of 
those who make a business of politics, 
who have managed to seize the ma- 
chinery of representation and pervert 
it to their own ends. But they have 
been able to do this largely because 
the voters have been confused and dis- 
tracted by having too many names and 
too many claims submitted to their 
decision at the polls. The measures 
seeking “ direct’? government, so far 
from lessening this evil, greatly in- 
crease it. Instead of adding to the 
power of the people, they make it 
harder to use what power they have. 
Instead of simplifying the process of 
election, they muddle it. In place of 
voiding risks they multiply them. And 
so far from restricting the field of ac- 
tivity for the professionals in poli- 
tics, they widen the field and make of 
politics a calling that the professionals 
alone can be expected to follow with 
success. , 

It is to be remembered, also, that we 
now have in actual use al] that can be 
regarded as practical in the proposed 
measures. The “initiative” is at the 
disposal of any body of citizens who 
think that their ideas, put in prac- 
tice, would be of use tothe State. And 
it has.often been employed. ‘The pres- 
ent civil service system, so far as it 
embraces the principle of fitness test- 
ed by competition, is the fruit of a 
purely voluntary organization of citi- 
zens of various States, whose labors 
have been persistent and intelligent, 
and@-who brought public opinion to their 
support. The pure food and drug laws 
are the fruit of similar effort. The 
resumption of specie payments and the 
defeat of free silver and greenbackism 
were largely due to like agitation 
which passed beyond all party lines and 
embraced the majority of the Nation. 
The referendum is applied to all amend- 
ments of the State and Nationa] Con- 
stitutions and to the assumption, in 
most States, of public indebtedness. 
And the recall exists only too widely, 
available at intervals of from one to 
four years, or, in the case of the judi- 
cilary, at longer periods.” Would it not 
be far better to improve the use of the 
facilities we have for direct govern- 
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than to set up extravagant and tm- 
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‘TAMMANY’S CONSISTENCY. 

There is a brazen consistency in Tam- 
many’s refusal to pander to the better 
lement. “There were two Democratic 
Assemblymen from Kings, Mr. TERRY 
and Mr. Fry, who had the independe 
and the courage to disobey MuRPHY 
the Senatorship contest and in the vote 
on the Charter. So McCoopy, who is a 
mere henchman of MurpxHy’s, refused 
the renomination to these two Assem- 
blymen. In the Twenty-ninth District 
of Manhattan Mr. Haroutp J. FRimp- 
MAN, who was.one of the insurgents in 
the Senatorship contest and who was 
the only Manhattan Democratic Assem- 
blyman who voted against the Charter, 
has not been renominated. To be sure, 
Mr. FRIEDMAN announced that he did 
not desire a renomination, since he was 
warned by the extraordinary length of 
this year’s session of the Legislature 
that a public career made too great 
demand upon a young’s man’s time, 
but it is well known that Tammany 
would not have renominated him any- 
way. Mr. FRIEDMAN was elected by 
Republican votes in that Republican 
district. His independence and his 
demonstrated capacity for public serv- 
ice should have insured his renomina- 
tion, and a party organization con- 
ducted for other than purely private 
ends would, no doubt, have been able 
to persuade him to continue a career 
begun with such high promise. But 
Mr. FRIEDMAN is not the kind of man 
Mr. MuRPHY wants fn the Assembly. 

Tammany wears no mask. It is con- 
fident of its strength, of its dominance, 
and spurns disguises. The setting aside 
of Assemblymen of the quality of 
FRIEDMAN, TERRY, and Fry is a notice 
to the public that Tammany’s thinking 
is done under Mr. Murpuy’s hat. He 
wants slaves at“Albany, he demands 
cringing obedience, and no questions 
asked. Such a policy is perfectly con- 
sistent with the aims and purposes of 
Mr. MuRPHY’s organization. ' Obviously 
his purposes would be ill-served by 
men who had wills and consciences of 
their own. Defiance of orders is trou- 
blesome, it endangers the passage of 
such measures as the Charter, drawn 
up entirely in the Tammany interest, 
not in the public interest. Of course 
the canceling out of the names of these 
independent Assemblymen advertises 
the fact that the men nominated are 
trustworthy; that is, they are not men 
but slaves, mere tools of MurPHY. The 
acceptance of a nomination from MurR- 
PHY now is equivalent to a renunclia- 
tion of manhood, to a disclaimer of any 
intention of acting and voting accord- 
ing to the dictates of individual con- 
science. The Manhattan and Kings 
delegations to the Assembly will be 
MurRpuy’s chain gang.

RETURN OF MARY ANDERSON. 
| The announcement that Mary AX- 
DERSON (Mrs. NAVARRO) is returning to 
this country, not, indeed, to resume her 
professional career, but to be present 
at the first performance of a play which 
she has helped to write, and, therefore, 
on a theatrical mission, will be received 
with much interest Although more 
than twenty-one years have elapsed 
since Miss ANDERSON’s retirement from 
the stage, it is a fact that she is well 
remembered here, and her noteworthy 
theatrical career in still a frequent sub- 
ject of conversation. She has revisited 
her native land, we believe, several 
times, but never before has her visit 
been associated in any way with the 
theatre. Now she comes to lend her 
distinguished presence to a first per- 
formance which has been very skill- 
fully advertised, and which will have 
Several other features of extraordinary 
interest; wherefore, her return will have 
some theatrical significance. 

In the circumstances, it will not be 
amiss to direct attention to the recur- 
rence, in.the English newspaper press, 
of an ancient lie, which of old was 


lie to need refutation. The present 
generation of newspaper readers, how- 
ever, may be misled by its republica- 
tion.

Her natural gifts 
were uncommon, and her youthful 
triumphs in Mruman's “Fazio,” Tat- 
FOURD’s “Ion,” Mrs. LOVELL’s “ Ingo- 
mar,” and Know .ns’s “The Hunch- 
back” were practically unmarred by a 
single note of hostile criticism. Even 
in her more ambitious efforts in the 
Shakespeare plays much was left un- 
said by the most of the chroniclers of 
theatrical events that might lonestly 
have been said, because of the sympa- 
thy and esteem she commanded and 
her almost wunique position among 
actors. That her Rosalind was ‘mourn- 
ful and her Juliet cold as ice, a few 
daring commentators may have felt 
bound to say. But this was not cal- 
umny or bitter malignity. It was mere- 
ly the simple truth politely expressed. 
The breath of scandal never touched 
her. The admiration of her fellow- 
countrymen was never withheld.

If the Navy Depart- 
ment, it seems,’ can get 
thé consent of Con- 
gress, it will be glad 
to sell all of our war- 
ships that are out of date, according - to 
the standard of efficiency among first- 
class nations, to countries like Turkey, 
that cannot afford to have the “best of 
vessels and must be content with. those 
which have been “ marked down” as not 
of this season’s style or slightly damaged. 
That seems to be a sufficiently business- 
like plan, and though to carry it out 
might excite criticism as in some ways 
incompatible with our proclaimed love 
of universal peace and our determination 
to get it, Congress wouldn’t be apt to 
mind a@ little thing like ‘that. 

But the department will hang on to its 
second and third best ships unless it can 
be clearly understood that the money 
they bring is to be added to, not form a 
part of, the regular appropriations for 
new construction and the increase of our 
fleet, and that is almost sure to displease 
the Congressional mind—for reasons not 
all bad. To permit it would almost cer- 
tainly lead to the condemnation by en- 
thusiastic naval men of ships before even 
their present short lease of life -had”ex- 
pired. There would be no economy in 
that, except as economy is viewed by 
those who see it nowhere except in the 
potential and somewhat problematical 
savings involved in having bigger and 
better ships than anybody else. 

If we do not sell our old ships, the only 
profitable way to get rid of them, ap- 
parently, is to use them for targets. The 
canvas screens so much shot at are un- 
Satisfactory im that they tell nothing ex- 
cept as to accuracy of marksmanship. 
Firing at armor plate set up on shore 
doesn’t tell what the navy really wants to 
know about the power of its guns, since 
reduced charges are used and the angle 
of the hits cannot be conveniently varied. 
Even real ships for targets do not quite 
content the professionals when they are 
so far out of date as to have nothing like 
the resisting strength of our new vessels. 

The Scientific American, in discussing 
this subject, goes so far—whether in jest 
or earnest—as to say that only a truly 
modern warship, embodying all the latest 
improvements and of the largest size, 


would be an ideal subject for t 
practice. Tt doesn’t suggest that this 
ideal target should be fully manned when 
bombarded, but obviously that would be 
the wav actually to duplicate the condi- 
tions of real war—and to reduce the whole 
argument to highly desirable absurdity. 


Yesterday’s 
Ships 
for Targets. 


Acceptance of fees by 
clergymen for performing 
marriage, burial, and 
christening services was 
warmly defended by a 
correspondent whose letter we printed 
yesterday. Perhaps his defense was a 
little more warm than successful. 

He made out something of a case, in- 
deed, for the taking of fees from persons 
not members of the clergyman’s own 
congregation—persons who _ contribute 
nothing for his support in the regular 
way, and who want of him nothing ex- 
cept the exercise in their behalf of his 
ministerial and official powers on these 
infrequent occasions. Nobody will deny 
that expectation of payment from these 
extra-congregational people is reason- 
able, nobody would assert that to take it 
lowers cigrical dignity, or would deny, 
for that matter, the propriety of in- 
sistence on getting it. 

But—a fee is one thing and a tip is 
another, and quite different. If the 
clergy had, and where the clergy have, 
a fixed schedule of charges for these 
services, there could be and is no com- 
plaint or criticism, except of course as 
to the amount of the charges, if more 
than some can afford to pay. When the 
size of the clergyman’s fee, however, is 
“whatever the gentleman pleases,"’ ex- 
actly as is the waliter’s or the barber's, 
he should not be surprised if it be called 
by the same name or if it become a sub- 
ject of derfsion by light minds and of 
occasional grieved reproach by those 
serious and reverent. 

Our correspondent said that ministers 
turned their fees over to their wives, and 
also that most ministerial salaries are 
so low that to cease taking fees would 
cut off a much-needed source of revenue. 
These are undeniable statements, but 
they are not obviously relevant to the 
discussion. 

Probably the best defense that can be 


made of the custom is insistence on the 
fact that it is a custom—one long estab- 
ished and widespread, as well as one 
that has been followed, whether with 
submission or approval, few know, by 
innumerable food men, at least as regard- 
ful of dignity and the essential pro- 
prieties as are they who call these fees

‘ “Pringeton and Appeals for the 

Particular in Education. 
To. the Editor of The New York Times: 

There are a great many intelligent per- 
sons who will not sympathize with the 
attempt made by Dean West of Prinoeton 
University in his recent letter to Tue 
Times to make vocational training the 
scapegoat for all the pedagogue’s sins of 
omission and commission. He has unwit- 
tingly demonstrated the dangers of “ sub- 
stituting the universal for the particular ” 
by contrasting all the imperfections of the 
vocational training with the virtues of 
the so-called liberal studies, and this is 
certainly not a just method of compari- 
son,’ ; 

One of the hopeful signs of the times 
has been that prominent educators have 
at last attained ‘“‘an appreciation of the 
important relations of knowledge ’’—an 
attitude of mind very justly commended 
by Dean West—and a position which 
eliminates the possibility of controversy 
by substituting for personal predilections 
and -prejudices this impecrtant first prin- 
ciple. 

To insure the success of the “ cease- 
less’’ campaign carried on by educated 
men against ignorance it is necessary to 
have a-well-formulated rlan of attack; 
otherwise the motives generated by good 
intentions but not tempered or directed 
by the special knowledge of a difficult 
problem will lead to an attack as futile 
in its results as Sancho Panza’s assault 
upon the windmills. : : 

Lord Bacon’s admonition against the 
possible in¢rease of our misfortunes by 
overindulgence of the human tendency 
“of failing to descend to particulars”’ is 
strikingly exemplified by current contro- 
versies on the subject of educational re- 
form. 

Dean West will, I am sure, pardon me 
for entering a field in which he is emi- 
nent, 4f I remind him that the original 
idea of the word ‘“‘ educate’ was a draw- 
ing out. of the latent faculties without 
any suggestion of adding something to 
the intellectual potentiality of. the indi- 
vidual. Educators, lke physicians, have 
‘earned through experience of the dan- 
gers that arise from putting too much 
faith in so-called specific remedies. The 
problem of the modern educator should 
be to try to estimate the functional -ca- 
pacity of the brain and nervous system 
of each individual student, and then to 
prescribe the amount and character of 
the mental discipline in each case, always 
remembering that in the spiritual as well 
as the physical world ‘‘ what is one man’s 
meat is another man’s poison.’’ 

Any attempt to magnify the tmaginary 
cultural potency of one subject by speak- 
ing in derogatory tones of any other is 
equivalent to an attack upon those who 
belleve in the potential equivalence of all 
forms of knowledge. By understanding 
and not by misunderstanding, by agree- 
ment and not by disagreement, will we 
attain ‘‘the unlty of truth which would 
have made them one.” 

The expression of faith in the specific 
value of an educational system in which 
the general is always substituted. for the 
particular is open to criticism, for its 
author places too much importance on 
the relative value of the subject studied, 
diverts attention from the spirit in which 
the task is performed and would question 
the truth as stated by Ruskin that the 
essential greatness of an artist is not 
to be judged by whether he paints a 
house rather than a Madonna, but is 
measured by the spirit in which his work 
is executed. 

This same idea is clearly brought out 
by the author of “The Way of All 
Flesh’ in his affirmation that it is not 
what a man has actually put upon his 
canvas, nor yet by the acts which he 
has set down, so to speak, on the canvas 
of his life that I will judge him, but by 
what he makes me feel that he felt and 
aimed at. 

The plea of the privileged classes, and 
if we understand Dean West correctly, 
those who have studied certain subjects 
of his choice are privileged persons, is 
always difficult to criticise because of the 
indefiniteness with which it is expressed. 

In several instances Dean West goes 
to the root of the trouble when he direct- 
ly attacks present educational methods 
and emphasizes the necessity for mental 
discipline. He will meet with general 
approval and sympathy in his desire to 
get rid of ‘individual narrowness, per- 
sonal prejudice, amateur knowledge, half- 
baked impressions, facile. judgments,” 
which are the chief obstacles preventing 
the spread of culture, but before pro- 
posing a remedy he should remember 
that those who have studied the brain 
and nervous system do not know of any 
single system which may be relied upon 
to correct these psychic abnormalities. - 

Each case should be studied separately 
and the remedy prescribed to meet indi- 
vidual conditions. Frequently the sub- 
stitution of the universal for the partic- 
ular in education gives rise to just those 
mental states which Dean West hopes to 
eliminate. From the beginning of our 
educational system to its close the student 
is fed on generalizations, and practically 
no assistance or sympathy is extended to 
him in the effort to gather by his sense- 
organs the material which forms the 
basis of all degrees of intelligence. 

Darwin waited for thirty years before 
he substituted the universal for the par- 
ticular. In his attempt to suggest a uni- 
versal remedy for the defects of our edu- 
cational system, Dean West, keenly alive 
to many of the defects, fails to appreciate 
that in any scheme to develop the brain 
capacity of an individual to the limit of 
normal. activity ‘‘doing’’ should be as 
important a part of the programme as 
knowing things. Mephistopheles tried to 
impress this idea upon Faust. Prof. Ter- 
man has recently given eloquent ex- 
pression to this vital principle in the fol- 
lowing words: ‘Every person can be 
taught to do something well, and take 
pleasure in doing it, and the result will 
contribute much more to the person’s 
own mental balance and to the welfare of 
the world in general than. will a smolder- 
ing volcano of sentiment and frothy but 
inactive desire.’ Hamlet had trouble 
with the universal. 

Just at present the foe is pressing hard 
at the gates of the citadels of learning 
—the universities. The moment is propi- 
tious for the cultivation of Alliances. A 
temporary defeat is sure to follow the at- 
tempt to introduce factional disputes and 
schisms among the defenders, There are 
virtues in the vocational training. The 
defects did not kill Maury’s ambition -to 
write the ‘Geography of the Sea,” and 
Whistler tells us if he had not gone to 
West Point he should never have known 
how to draw a straight line. 

Lazear, Reed, and Carroll were the re- 
cipients of vocational training. They 
aimed to do the immediately useful thing 
and as a result of their self-sacrificing 
labor yellow fever ig no longer a menace 
to a large part of the human race, In 
the. Middle Ages the doors of many in- 
stitutions were closed to all those whose 
chief interest was the particular and the 
immediately useful thing. 

To-day our universities welcome those 
who can do things, and by doing add to 
the sum total of human happiness. The 
philosophy of common sense represents

But in many in- 
stances concerns that are building dams 
as a part of a power project that is to 
be highly capitalized and sold out to the 
investing public will n6t employ engineers 
to test materials, and they take care to 
employ ignorant men to “jerry” the 
work through with the lowest-cost mate- 
rials. The illustrious and lamented engt-+ 
neer George 8S. Morison, in his fine Phi 
Betta Kappa address at Harvard Uni-é 
versity a few years ago, spoke of thé tre- 
mendous power for evil that is exerted in 
our industrial life by men who are un- 
godly and greedy and whose creed is that 
of Cain, “I am not my brothét’s keeper.’ 
Among all the great engineering works 
of Morison there was none that was 
greater than his lifelong warfare against 
men who through greed scrimped con- 
structional engineering works so that 
they were dangerous to human life and 
property. Many a time Morison expended 
time and money in arder.to expose frauds 
in dams. and bridges. Thank God, we 
have many such men in engineering life! 

It ig well known in engineering and po- 
litical circles In a certain State that the 
political complexion of the State was 
changed from one party to another be- 
cause a body of hotel keepers protested 
against a dam-building contract being 
given to men who were known to use 
none but low-grade materials and labor. 
Back of the project was a public affor- 
ested land stealing scheme. The dam was 
to he built cheaply and for a short life, 
as the schemers expected to cut, off all 
the timber and sell out their stocks by 
the time the dam would give way and 
destroy several hotels and gun and rod 
clubhouses and cottages in the course of 
the rushing waters. 

To the help of the protesting landlords 
of several very large Summer hotels went 
several rod and gun clubs, which collect- 
ively have 2,500 members from the very 
flower of the mercantile and professional 
life of New York, New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, and New England. These rod and 
gun clubs retained the services of sev- 
eral eminent engineers, who examined the 
plan that had been approved by the 
projectors of the dam. The finding was 
that a dam built from that plan and with 
the low-grade materials which the con- 
tractors admitted they had provided would 
bring down the dam in ruins in a short 
while. The result was that.the schemers 
decided largely to increase their allotment 
for the dam, in order to use good ma- 
terials, and they employed an able engi- 
neer in place of an ignorant contractor. 

Now while this was going on an illus- 
trious New York lawyer who belonged to 
a rod and gun club in the vicinity, and 
who never shot or fished in his life, while 
roving around the woods reading poetry 
got into touch with some local men who 
knew the whole inside of the art of get- 
ting afforested lands for a few cents an 
acre and developing them at big profits, 
The lawyer had been a hurricane fighter 
in the proceedings to compel the dam 
owners to do good work, and, his blood 
being up, he went in for an exposé of 
the land-grabbing scheme. Then came @ 
grand row, in which everybody in the 
hotels, rod and gun clubs, and the owners

ers and politicians got into a beauti 

‘‘ shindy "’ that resulted in a red-hot polit- 
ical campaign, in which the backers of 
the dam people put up lots of money to 
down the hotel landlords, among whom 
were several of the bosses of one of the 
great political parties. 

The dam people won, and that is why a 
certain State astonished the country by 
swinging far over into the side of a polit- 
ical party that had been in a minority 
for many years. But for all that, en- 
Nghtened public opinion compelled in 
that instance conformity to the best en- 
gineering practice. No experienced engi- 
neer doubts that the owners of a certain 
dam that lately gave way and caused 
large losses of life and property had no 
idea of making the safe; they fig- 
ured it as something that was worn out 
and of no more service to them. It was 
built for a short life—timed to endure 
while the timber held out. That being 
almost gone, why, let the dam go to 
pieces. he creed of Cain again was ex- 
hibited there when the dam failed—* I 
am not my brother’s keeper.”

Sir Frederick Pollock. ‘Finds the 
Antagonism of Socialism 
Misunderstood, 


HAS “WITHSTOOD ~ CAPTURE 


Government May Change, but Under 
lying Legal Principles Remain 
Safely Intrenched, 


Sir Frederick Pollock brought his lectures 
on the common law around to pressing 
modern problems at Columbia University 
yesterday afternoon. He discussed the 
relations of the cOmmon law to the pow- 
erful forces which try to evade the law, 
particularly Socialistic and Anarchistio 
opposition. He said, in part: 

“ So far we have spoken 6f the dangers 
to the common law within her own house- 
hold: Before we can understand the lim. 
its and the difficulties of possible reme- 
dies in the Middle Ages we must consider 
the outside foes which had to be fought 
at the same time. 
they were the most shameless, were the 
most formidable, namely, men who were 
strong enough, in parts, of England re- 
mote from the central authority, to defy 
legal justice and legal process openly. 

“Nowadays we do not easily realize 
the chronic persistence of such behavior 
in a land whose rulers are seriously mind- 
ed to keep order. Riot is not impossible 
in the most civilized of jurisdictions, but 
is abnormal; it is at most an occasional 
scandal. Powerful interests may be ar- 
rayed against the law; they may dispose 
of great resources and be capable of giv- 
ing much trouble. But they have, at 
any rate, to do the law of the land some 
kind of lip service. 

“Their aim its, if possible, to capture 
its machinery and use it for their own 
purposes. Chicane and corruption are 
their weapons, and the corruption is sel- 
dom undisguised, even when it ts no- 
torious. Intimidation is employed more 
sparingly, not from any moral scruple, but 
because it is less profitable and provokes 
defensive combination; and when it is em- 
ployed it is in the form of social and pe- 
cuniary pressure. Violence is avoided as 
impolite unless there is a fair chance of 
representing it as lawful self-help. A very 
different state of things prevailed in Eng- 
land down to the sixteenth century. We 
find the danger of great men defying the 
law not only recognized but prominent 
in the dooms of the Saxon Kings. 

“Next we have to consider the enemies 
of the law and legal order in modern 
times. We do not mean ordinary crim- 
inals, for lawbreakers, occasional or ha- 
rbitual, do not undertake at this day to 
subvert the law, but only do their best to 
thwart or evade it in their own particular 
interests. Again, there is no need to 
dwell on those who speak evil of the legal 
profession rather than of the law itself. 
The common topics of vulgar abuse have 
been abundantly refuted by English au- 
thors, lay and professional, from Dr. 
Johnson to my lamented and accomplished 
friend Dr. Showell Rogers of Birmingham. 
Least of all is it needful to dwell on 
such matters in this country, where the 
canon of professional ethics has been s0 
thoroughly. discussed and formulated. 
Enough to say that the rules accepted 
by American and English lawyers alike, 
whether in written form “or unwritten, 
aim as high as those of any other calling 
in the world, and, on the whole, are as 
well observed. 

“Various modern theorists, political or 
economical, are hostile to particular legal 
institutions or their existing forms; and 
hence it is easy for their opponents, and 
sometimes profitable, to charge them with 
conspiring against the very existence of 
the law. Concerning Socialism in its 
many forms there is plenty of room for 
legitimate criticism, but the antinomism 
heresy seems to be about the last kind 
that it can be reasonably accused of. 
For the one thing in which all Socialistic 
plans agree is in requiring not less legal 
compulsion than is imposed by, existing 
civilization, but a great deal more. 

‘‘ Herein we may note that some persons 
who have been called, or have even called 
themselves, Socialists were really An- 
archists. William Morris, for example, ag 
shown by his ‘News from Nowhere,’ 
which, whatever else it may be, is the 
most delightful exposition of pacific an- 
archism In our language. The idyllic life 
in a regenerated England, as Morris con- 
ceives it, is life not under a paternal or 
fraternal executive, but without any ex- 
ecutive at all; there is not a State which 
has appropriated capital and administers 
it for the common good, but the State has 
disappeared and capital has apparently 
been distributed among a number of very 
small autonomous communities whose 
members are wonderfully unanimous as 
to the use of it. 

* Socialism, pans ang so called, presents 
the question (which is of no special im- 

ort for us here) what kind of law would 
fitted to carry out its economic ideals. 
Anarchism raises a much more curious 

roblem, whether William Morris's or 
Polstoy's Utopia would really succeed in 
petting rid of law so completedi as the 
nventors thought. If the Morrisians or 
the Tolstoyians could not agree, their 
only_reme would be to split up into 
smaller bodies, each with its own habits. 

“The splitting process would, however, 
be limited, in the last resort, by the num- 
bers of the smallest social unit capable 
of permanently supporting itself. Smaller 
or larger, the final units would be held 
together by something outside the wills 
of the individual members; and that 
something, being a force of habit which 
would be uniform, binding, and applicable 
to a definite, independent group, would 
be very like what we know as customary 
eT irnere seems to be no ground for af- 
firming that the common law is especially 
attached to any one form of government 
or is incompatible with any. that makes 
substantial provision for civic iberty. and 


the representation of the governed. Those 


| fundamental conditions must be satisfied 


in many ways, perhaps in ways not yet 
found out. 

‘It might be hard to say how much of 
the house of Our Lady of the Common 
Law has been rebuilt, but it is sure that 
the fashion of the furniture has been 
changed many times. Henry VIII., not to 
say Edward I., would never have belleved 
a man who prophesied that his successors, 
after losing most of their direct power 
and sinking for a short time into politica] 
insignificance, would regain a h e- 
gree of consideration and ‘no contempt- 
able measure of influence as confidential 
but impartial advisers of thelr own Min- 


isters., 

“Yet through all this time the common 
law stands where !t did. Our y does 
not, in truth, care much by what name 
the Chief Magistrate is called, whether 
his office is elective or hereditary, 
whether he has as much ‘active di = 
tion of his own as the Président of the 
United States or as little as a modern 
King of Great Britain. What she does 
eare for is that government, whatever 
its forms, shall be lawful and not arbi- 
trary; that it shall have the essential 
attributes for which Chief Justice Fortes- 
cue’s word was ‘ political’ ag far back as 
the fifteenth century.

The surplusage of 
money here, which’ is ‘prompting. the 
placing of these laans in Europe at a 
time when more commonly the New 
York market is making extensive use of 
foreign credits, is also responsible for 
some part of the increased interest which 
bankers have noticed this week in the 
bond market. Institutions have again 
been prompted to seek use in bond in- 
vestments for the funds for which at- 
tractive rates are not offered by borrow- 
ers. This has improved the tone of the 
bond market, although the volume of 
trading has not yet reached any large 
volume. 

The day’s preliminary estimates of the 
currency movement suggested a loss of 
from $4,000,000 to more than $6,000,000 in 
the cash holdings of the banks, accord- 
ing to the average method of computa- 
tion of. the bank reserves. The gold ex- 
ports at the beginning of this bank week 
offer the explanation of a rtion of this 
expected loss in New York’s cash hold- 
ings, while an increase in the shipments 
to the interior contributed to the same 
result. One of the large National banks 
made its first shipment this season to 
Chicago the day before yesterday, and 
other similar incidents point to an expan- 
sion of the demand for cash by interior 
banks. At the same time the crop-grow- 
ing sections and the interior commertial 
centres are not caHing as much as usual 
upon the banks here. This is indicated 
by the experience of New York banks, 
which handle the New York accounts of 
a very large number of interior institu- 
tions. One of these banks is now lending 
to interior institutions practically the 
same amount which it was lending a year 
ago, although its deposits from country 

nks are to-day more than $15,000,000 
greater than they were at this time last 
year.

J. P. MORGAN HELPED TAPPE, 


Man Milliner Testifies Financier Gave 
Him $5,000 of His Capital. 


It has developed in the inquiry into the 
affairs of Herman Tappe, the man milliner 
of 4 West Fortieth Street, before Referee 
in Bankruptcy Peter B. Olney, that the 
bankrupt was partially financed when he 
began business by J. P. Morgan, When 
he was asked how he had come to set up 
for himself he replied: 

“TI had $10,000 when I started. Of this 
$5,000 was supplied by J. P. Morgan and 
the other $5,000 by my wife." 

“Why did you not mention that when 
you filed your schedule?"’ the bankrupt 
was asked. . 

“I considered them personal gifts and 
therefore exempt from the bankruptcy 
laws.”’ 

Mr. Tappe married Mrs. Jaffray, the 
widow of Edward Jaffray, who was a 
great friend of Mr. Morgan. It is under- 
stood that when the milliner’s affairs 
began to be disordered he had hopes that 
the financier would come to his assist- 
ance, and that when this expectation 
failed the voluntary petition in bank 
ruptcy was filed. 

muel Lumis, the receiver for Tappe, 
applied yesterday to Judge Hough in the 
nited States District Court to recover 
goods from a French millinery house. A 
shipment of the value of $1,000 was ordered 
by him shortly before the crash came. 
They were delivered and were in his store 
for two days. Then when he saw that he 
could not pay for them he called up the 
agents of the French house and told them 
the situation. Without waiting for an ex- 
pressman they hired two taxicabs, rushed 
up and took the goods away. Judge Hough 
ruled that the receiver might sue for the 
value of the goods. 


SETTLED IN COURT. 


Family Differences Forgotten After a 
Talk by the Magistrate. 


Three sobbing women and two men ap- 
peared in the Fifth Avenue Police Court 
in Brooklyn yesterday afternoon to ex- 
plain to Magistrate Hylan why they had 
summoned before him Joseph Wood of 48 
Windsor Place. The women were the 
mother and sisters of Robert Johnson, 
Wood's brother-in-law. The men were 
Robert Johnson and his father. 

The younger Johnson explained to the 
Magistrate that his sister, Isabelle, had 
married Wood eight years ago, and that 
the marriage had occasioned same hard 
feeling between Wood and his wife’s rela- 
tives.

DEAD MAN WAS HIS FRIEND. 


Former Engine Fireman, Now a Police- 
man, Finds His Old Engineer Killed. 


Five employes of the Stanley Hart 
Elevator Company were sent last night 
to 12 West Seventeenth Street, a new 
twelve-story building, to remove the elec- 
tric engine which had been used to hoist 
building materials to the upper floors. 
They thrust a heavy plank beneath one 
side of the engine, and four of the men 
were trying, with it as a lever, to raise 
the engine far enough to slip rollers un- 
der it.

There is only a temporary flooring in

him went into the cellar, holding a lan- 
tern. They found Benson, badly bruised 
and shaken up, and while he was being 
carried up to the ambulance Paulus and 
the surgeon approached the other man. 
As the rays from his lantern fell on the 
man’s face the policeman exclaimed: 

“ Why, it's Jack Weaver. I ysed to fire 
an engine for him on the Long Island 
Railroad.” , 

Dr. Ross gave one look at the man and 
‘said he was dead. His neck had been 
broken. 

‘‘ Weaver was one of the best chaps I 
ever knew,” said the liceman. ‘ He 
had a wife and five kids, and I think 
they were all he lived for. .When we'd 
finish our run on the old Hempstead Ex- 
press Jack would always say, ‘ Well, 
there goes another day's work for the 
kids.’ and then hurry home: 

He wasn't like some engineers. When 
T’d get tired tossing coal he’d often climb 
off his seat and grab the scoop, tellin 
me, ‘You get a 2 there and sit down till 
you're rested. ‘ll fire her a while.’ ”’ 

Benson was taken to the hospital, where 
it was said he soon will recover. 


END OF GANG OF FORGERS. 


Leader Admits He Wrote Checks for 
Others to Pass—Three Pals Convicted. 


George Porazzo, leader of a gang 
which for more than a year has been 
defrruding banks by forged checks, 
pleaded guilty yesterday before Justice 
Foster, in General Sessions, to forging 
a check for $68.35, on the Nineteenth 
Ward Bank, bearing the name of H. 
Greenleaf, a Third Avenue tailor. With 
him were associated, the police say, 
Frank Williams, Antonio Cornavall, 
and Philip Stanley, all of whom were 
tried and convicted and are awaiting 
sentence in the Tombs. 

The gang, accordiug to the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency, has defrauded six 
banks of more than 3,800, in checks 
of $50 to $150.

pass. everal of those who 
presented the checks were arrested, but 
the police never were able to learn 
from whom the checks came. 

On Sept. 16, 1910, a, branch of the 
Corn Exchange Bank was swindled of 
$65, and the arrest of Porazzo and two 
others followed. In January, 1911, an- 
other bank was defrauded of $465 on 
three checks, by John Paul, one of the 
gang, and’ he was sentenced to three 
qeare in the Elmira Reformatory. On 
May 17, Charles Dean was arrested 
with a bad check at the German Ex- 
change Bank. He said two men had 
given him the check, and the police 
arrested Porazzo and Stanley They 
were discharged later. Porazszo was 
arrested on June 21 at 400 Kast Blev- 
enth Street, where his father has a 
wine shop. Cornavall, Stanley, and 
Williams were arrested the same day.
